This is the second office action for U.S. Application 1 0/81 5,738 for an End 
Securing Device for Telescopic Tubes filed by Hsu on April 2, 2004. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10-18 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons 
for allowance: The prior art does not disclose an end securing device for a telescopic 
tube with two vacuum suckers that are located at one of the two opposing ends of the 
telescopic tubes, wherein each sucker has a suction cup movable between first and 
second positions and having: a conic suction space located on a first end thereof and a 
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driven post protruding from a second end thereof; a retaining piece engaging the 
second end of the suction cup on a first end thereof and having a registration column on 
the second end thereof and a central through hole, along with a pair of opposite stop 
ribs symmetrically positioned on a wall of the central through hole; a control piece 
rotatably engaging the retaining piece and having a coupling groove located at a first 
end thereof, a pair of oblique conic sliding guide plates symmetrically positioned on an 
interior of the coupling groove and threadedly engaging the pair of opposite stop ribs, a 
receiving chamber located at a second end thereof, and an engaging through hole 
communicating with the coupling groove and the receiving chamber; and an activation 
piece inserted into the receiving chamber of the control piece and connected to the 
driven post.
